S.O. 1288.—In exergise of the powers conferred by Section 3 of the Imports and 
Exports (Control) Act 1947 (18 of 1947), the Central Government hereby makes the 
following Order, to amend further the Imports (Control) Order, 1955, namely:_ 

1. This Order may be called the Imports (Control) First Amendment Order, 1968. 

2. In the Imports (Control) Order, 1955,— 

(A) the existing clause 6 shall be substituted by the following, namely,— 

“6. Refusal of licence-—(1) The Central Government or the Chief Controller 
of Imports and Exports may refuse to grant a licence or direct any 
other licensing authority not to grant a licence: —- 

(a) if no foreign exchange Is available for the purpose; 

(b) If the grant of a licence to an applicant is prejudicial to the interests 

of the State; 

(c) If it has been decided to canalise imports and distribution thereof 

through special or specialised agencies or channels; 

(d) if the applicant Is a partner in a partnership Arm, or a director of a 

private Limited company, which Is for the time beinj subject to 
any action under clause 8; 

(e) if the applicant is a partnership firm or a Limited company any 

partner or director whereof, as the case may be, is for the time 
being subject to any action under clause 8, 8A or 8B; and 
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(f) if any amount demanded from the applicant under the Customs Act, 
1962 or any penalty ifla'fjosed on him under the said Act has re¬ 
mained unpaid for a period of three months. 

( 2 ) The refusal of a licence under sub-clause ( 1 ) shall be without prejudice 
to any other action that may be taken by a licpnging au£faorI(y under 
tt» relevant Import policy and procedure in force ill" respect of an 
application. 

(9) In clause 11,—

“(f) High purity chemicals, by research and analytical laboratories, for 
their own use, provided the c.l.f. value of such goods imported 
at any one time shall not exceed two hundred and fifty rupees”.

Open General Licence No- IV —- Amendment of 

S O. 1289—In exercise of the powers conferred by Section 3 of Imports and 
Exports Control Act, 1947 (18 of 1947), the Central Government hereby makes the 
following further amendment to the Open General licence No. IV, published in the 
•Government of India, late Ministry of Commerce and Industry, Import Trade 
•Control Order No. 2/61 dated the 28th February, 1961 as subsequently amended, 
namely:—

“(B) are supplied free of charge in replacement of goods previously im¬ 
ported which have been found to be defective or otherwise unfit for 
use, the defect having been noticed and brought to the notice of the 
Customs authorities before the clearance of the goods from the Cus¬ 
toms House, or, in the case of machines or parts thereof, covered by 
a guarantee, the defect is noticed during the guarantee period- 
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Provided that— 

(1 ) the shipments of such goods are made within six months from the date, 
of clearance of the previously imported goods from the Customs House, 
or within the guarantee period in the case of machines or parts thereof, 
if such period is more than six months, and the following documents 
are produced before the Customs authorities: — 

(a) original letter from the foreign suppliers stating that such goods 

are being supplied free of cost; 

(b) a survey certificate issued by Lloyds Agents or any other authorised 

insurance surveyors or, the case of machines or parts thereof, a. 
certificate from the qualified engineer, to the effect that the goods, 
were actually received in defective condition and required re¬ 
placement; and 

(c) in the case of machine or parts thereof, evidence showing the period 1 

of guarantee given by the foreign manufacturer or consignor.
